TURKEY YET HOPEUOR INTERVENTION 


Bombardment of Tripoli by the Italian battleships began this fore- 


noon, according to a message from Rome and a private dispatch received 
at Glasgow, Scotland. 
The single cable from 
Tripoli to the 
outside 


world continued to be out of .commission ^today. 


An Italian cruiser reports that the Turkish fleet has not reached 


the Dardanelles hut that the ships have separated and are still in the 
Archipelago, where they are sought by the Italian warships. 


The Turkish ambassador at London presented another Turkish note 


to the British foreign office setting forth that Italy had begun hostilities 
previous to the declaration of war and that Turkey would be justified 
In adopting whatever measures it might decree beyond those provided by 
the rules of war. 
This, however, she has not done pending a fresh ap- 


peal to the powers In the conviction that the conflict might be stayed. 
The German consulate at Constantinople is besieged by 6,000 Italians 
who wish passports permitting them to leave the country. The Turkish 
capital ia cut off from communication by cable with Tripoli and is in 
the dark, regarding events there. It is announced at Constantinople that 
a prominent Egyptian has offered to organize 30,000.Egyptians to march 
against the Italians at Tripoli.

Tripo'.l says that the natives with 18,000 Mauser rifles have re- 
tired to the Interior with the" evident purpose of waging a guerilla war- 
tare.

DEATH OF ADMIRAL SCHLEY.

The suddenness of Admiral Winfield Scott Schley"s 


'death will profoundly shock and fill with sorrow the 
great bulk of the American people. Notwithstanding 
'that for near half a decade Admiral Schley had been 
'living in quiet enjoyment of his well-earned repose 
•upon the retired list of the navy, he had not been for- 


! gotten by millions of Americans who admired his 
Hieroic career and resented the meanness of the attempt 
i*at the close of the Spanish war to burden his name with 
J-obloquy. Popular estimate of a man is not always just 
Jor well-deserved, but in the case of Admiral Schley the 


• public was not misled by the appeal which the glamour 
'of heroism makes to the general mind. 


Admiral Schley had a good fame before he smashed 


'the Cervera fleet at Santiago. His intrepid dash into 
'the Arctic to succor the Greeley expedition had dis- 
•closed him to the people and revived the earlier story 


-T>f his firm and valorous conduct on the west coast of 
"South America during a period of trying times in a 
Delicate situation. 
The Spanish war, however, gave 


him the fame by which he will be remembered and 
created an issue that will bear his name so long as it 
shall be chronicled or be recalled. 


Of the conspiracy in Washington to discount his 


achievment at Santiago and blacken his name it is 
necessary to speak in order to come at a true estimate 
of the character of Admiral Schley. 
Whether or not 


.official record of the war with Spain will ever rectify 
"the enormous wrong done Admiral SchU-y. the judg- 
ment of impartial history must eventually be that he 
acquitted himself with valor in the destruction if 
Cervera's fleet and bore himself with generosity and \. 
dignity in the trying events which followed it. It was 
Admiral Schley who defeated the Spaniard, and it was 
none other. His superior, Admiral Sampson, had the 
misfortune to have absented himself from the block- 
ading fleet the day Cervera made his dash, and he had 
depleted the fighting strength of his fleet by taking for 
carriage upon an unimportant trip down the coast to 
a conference with General Shafter one of the heaviest 
and most effective battleships of his line. When he 
learned of the naval engagement and returned the bat- 
tle was virtually ended, the victory won and himself 
deprived of all distinction in the triumph of the Ameri- 
can fleet. As Sampson's ship approached Schley sig- 
naled the message, "We 'have won a glorious victory." 
and congratulated his superior. 
The disappointed soul 


of Sampson was found capable of this reply: "Report 
your dead and wounded/' 
There was not a word of 


felicitation for the man who had commanded in a great 
victory and whose triumph^ had saved his name from 
objurgation 
and 
his 
military conduct 
from 
the 


ignominy of a court martial. 


Sampson's embittered heart could 
never 
forgive 


Schley the fortune of having reaped the laurels mis- 
chance had taken from himself. His friends in Wash- 
ington rallied to him. The Sampson cabal was formed 
and thence began the persistent and contemptible effort 
to clothe Sampson with an unearned and undeserved 
fame by crucifying Schley. 
Secretary of the Navy 


John D. Long had a leading part in it, and the entire 
navy bureaucracy in Washington either rjished or was 
conscripted to the conspiracy. 
The attempt to undo 


Schley and exalt Sampson was insidious and persistent. 
Schley bore himself with 
unexampled_ magnanimity 


and forbearance through it all until the scurrility of 
the unspeakable Maclay, 3 government employe in the 
navy department, goaded the victor of Santiago to de- 
mand a court martial. A prejudiced verdict was the 
outcome of the trial, though even the majority finding 
of the court was unable to do worse than condemn 
Schley on some ridiculous charges invented for the 
purpose and since upset by the developments of history. 
Admiral Dewey's minority finding praised Schley's 
conduct. 
One of the few things to the discredit of 


Theodore Roosevelt during his administration was his 
approval of the case against Schley. 


Sampson died with his heart embittered and his pride 


stricken by the general reprehension of the public for 
the part he had taken against Schley. All that he suf- 
fered was the penalty of his ungenerous soul. 
Schley 


fulfilled in the popular mind the heroic ideal of military 


Chief of Police Abbott announces it as a newly

Beside each outgoing tar there is a 
number and a box containing little 
squares of paper bearing the 
same 


number. 
The checkers In charge of 


unloading are provided with waybills 
for each piece of freight. 
They also 


have a chart showing tne positions of 
the outgoing cars and their numbers, 
which represent the places they fire to 
be sent. As the articles are removed 
he checks off the waybills. 
He then 


turns each piece over to a truckman,' 
together with a slip of paper on which 
the number of the car that .is to re- 
ceive It Is writtenln pencil. The lat- 
ter, when he ha* deposited it, takes one 
of the ballots out of the box. This 
should bear the same number as the 
one given to him by the checker and 
he is required to bring them both 
back to show that he has made his 
delivery at the right place. Waybills 
are made out for the 'new cars which 
are pulled out to m»k« room for others 
as fast as they are complete. 


This Is the work that Is performed 


by the warehouse force, but the cleri- 
cal end of tho business Is far more 
complicated. Besides the waybills, of 
which S.600 are sometimes made In a 
day by a force of fifty-two dorks, there 
Is the accounting: to h<s done. Divis- 
ions of earnings-and settlements must 
he. mado with fifteen outside compan- 
ies.

The Waveriy transfer was opened In 


September, 
1504. 
At first it was 


planned to handle only 
the 
freight 


from the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford and the Long Island rail- 
roads. 
Its capacity was ninety-six 


cars. After six weeks It became neces- 
sary to employ day and night shifts 
to keep up with 'the business. . The 
station was soon enlarged to accom- 
modate 200 cars and later Its capacity 
was Increased to 212. Illustrative of 
the transfer's rapid growth Is the 
fact that the tonnage for less than 
carload tonnage has more than doubled 
in tho same period.
